Andrew Gainegie Endows. Fund 
for Dependents 


Those Who Lose Life or Limb To Save 


Lives of Others Provided For. 
Commission Is Named To 
Handle Fund. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 15.-—lt was made 
known here today that Andrew Carnegie 
Nas created a fund of $5,000,000 for the 
benefit of the dependents of those losing 
their lives in heroic efforts to save their 
fellowmen or for the heroes themselves if 
injured only. 

Provision Is 
be given 
acts. 

The endowment is to be known as “the 
hero fund.”’ and consisie of $5,000,000 of 
first collateral 5 per cent bonds of the 
Lnited States Stee! Corporation. 
is placed in the hands of a com. 
of which Charles lL. 
president and F. M. Wilmot, secretary. 
The scheme was conceived by Mr. Car- 
negie immediately after the Harwick mime 
disaster, when he summoned to New 
York Charles JI. Yavlor, chairman, and 
F. M. Wilmot, manager of the Andrew 
Carnegie rellef fund, to discuss with them 
plans for the relief of the sufferers from 
this catastrophe, 

Carnegie Writes of Fund. 

In a letter to the hero fund commit- 
tee, Mr. Carnegie outlines the general 
statement of the funds, which in his own 
words is-—- 

“To place those following peaceful voca- 
tions who have been injured in heroic 
effort to save human life, in somewhat 
better positions pecuniarily than before, 
until aguin able to work. In case of 
death, the widow and children or other 
dependents to be ptfovided for—the widow 
until she is remarried and the children 
until they reach a self-supporting age. 
For exceptional children, exceptional 
grants may be made for exceptional edu- 
cation. Grants of sums of money may 
also be made to heroes or heroines as 
the commission thinks advisable—each 
case to be judged on its merits.’”’ 

It is provided that no grant is to be 
continued unless it be soberly and prop- 
erly used, and the recipients remain re- 
spectable, well-behaved members of the 
community. 

A medal shall be given to the hero or 
widow, or next of kin, which shall re- 
cite ‘the heroic deed commemorates. 
The medal shall be givemw-for the heroic 
act, even if the doer be wninjured, ané 
also a sum of money ‘should the com- 
mission deem such gift desirable. 

The fleld embraced by the fund is the 
United States and Canada and the waters 
thereof. 

“The sea is the scene of 
acts,”’ says Mr. Carnegie’s 
no action more heroic than that of doc- 
tors and nurses volunteering their ser- 
vices in the case of epidemics. Railroad 
employees are remarkable for heroism. 
All these and similar cases are em- 
braced. Whenever heroism is displayed 
by man Or woman in Saving human. life, 
the fund applies.’’

Hearst's lieutenants in the south and 
west or from the opponents of both men-—- 
«an have no real substance. 

Harsh Criticism Deplored. 

I do not know who advises Mr. Hearst 
and I suppose it is none of my business, 
but it seems to me that his newspapers 
are not pursuing a wise course in indulg- 
ing in criticisms of those who are in fa- 
‘vor of some other candidates for the 
presidential nOmYnation. I presume it will 
be said that the character of some of the 
criticisms of his opponents has been such 
‘that he is justified in retaliation, but that 
‘seems hardly a good rejoinder if he is 
Mhonestly in favor of democratic harmony 
@nd democratic success, as I assume he 
is. It is not conducive to harmony to be 
“criticising Judge Parker, Senator McCar- 
'ren, Fire _ Commissioner Doyle or the 
‘others who have been prominent and ac- 
‘tive in the opposition. There is every 
‘good reason at this stage of the proceed- 
‘ings to believe that Judge Parker will 
'be the party’s nominee for the presidency; 
wertainly of all those mentioned he is now 
in the lead. 

‘If he is the nominee, Mr. Hearst’s pa- 
pers will undoubtedly support him in 
preference to President Roosevelt, and 
{t would be good politics on the part of 
Mr. Hearst's managers to say nothing 
during this anti-convention campaign 
that might tend to create a wrong im- 
pression in the minds of any considerable 
number of persons concerning Judge 
Parker. However much others may have 
criticised Mr. Hearst or said unpleasant 
things about him; this charge certainly 
cannot be laid at the door of Judge Par- 
ker against whom the only possible criti- 
cism that can be raised is that he has 
been wise enough to say nothing to, 

for, about or against anybody. 
Doyle No Traitor. 

“As to Fire Commissioner Doyle, who 
led the effort to prevent the Brooklyn 
delegatég declaring in favor of Parker 
instructions, there seems to be absolute- 
ly no warrant for the charge in the 
Hearst papers that he ‘bertayed Miurt- 
phy’ Mr. Murphy does not believe that 
there was any betrayal, nor does any- 
body else familiar with the conditions 
‘across the big bridge. Doyle made the 
best fight he could, and he was defeated 
in that caucus of Kings county dele- 
gates solely because the other crowd had 
the most votes. Then Doyle, being a good 
Organization democrat who believes in 
the majority rule policy, accepted his de- 
feat gracefully and said he would abide 
the decisiow of the majority. His atti- 
tude, as he explained it, was this: 

‘““Acting with Mr. Murphy and coincid- 
ing in his views that the welfare of the 
democratic party in this state would 
be best subserved by the adoption of reso- 
lutions against instructions here, I did 
all I could to bring about the result 
aimed at. When my friends and myself 
found that we were numerically weaker 
than those who opposed us, we accepted, 
as we have always done, the verdict of 
the madgority. Mr. Murphy, I believe, 
is satisfied with the fight made. Sub- 
stantially. five districts took our view 
of the case, and considering the fact that 
the sentiment of this country is largely 
for Judge Parker, I believe we made a 
good showing.’

Opposition Was Overrated. 

“The fact is, some of the men who were 
opposed to the Parker instructions plan 
entirely overstated the size of the oppo- 
sition to Senator McCarren-asdt develop- 
ed in the district primaries. The fact 
that he was defeated in two districts 
where he precipitated a fight was taken 
as meaning that he was ‘down and out,’ 
and it was figured at Hearst head- 
quarters that this would mean a ma- 
jority of the Brooklyn delegation against 
him in this Parker contest.

“There was, however, no ‘sell out’ and 
no ‘betrayal of Murphy’ on thé part of 
Doyle. He held to the Murphy policy al] 
those delegates who were elected by the 
anti-McCarren forces in the primaries, 
and gained some; but when he was beat- 
en, he was wise enough to accede to the 
will of the majority. . 

“As for the bitter criticisms of McCar- 
ren and Belmont, I cannot see that these 
are warranted by anything those gentle- 
men have done in this campaign. Their 
attitude has at no time been one of op- 
position ‘to any candidate, and they have 
indulged in no criticisms. They have 
worked earnestly and hard for Judge 
Parker, but their campaign has not been 
of a charactér to legitimately cause re- 
sentment on the part of Mr. Hearst's 
friends. While there has been much crit- 
icism of Mr. Hearst on thé part of his 
opponents outside of New York, there 
has been practically none of it here. 

Attack on Hearst Deplored. 


“Eqitilly, of course, is to be deprecated 
the virulent attacks which have been 
made in some guarters upon Mr. Hearst. 
Whatever else~may be said of him, he is 
a democrat and has a strong following 
that will be needed in ‘this election, who- 
ever may be the nominee. He has the 
same riglat to aspire to high office as any 
other American. Opposition based on 
the ground of lack of public experienca 
or upon opposition to some of the prin- 
ciples he supports is all right. There is, 
however, no excuse for democrats or 
democratic politicians painting him as 
an ogre or anything else that is dread- 
ful. It mav be true that the William 
Randolph Hearst of his supporters in this 
Campaign does not exist—that, in other 
words, they give him credit for quali- 
ties of statesmanship he does not pos- 
sess; that is at best nothing more than 
the supporters of other men have done 
in the past, are doing now, and will al- 
ways do—and it is natural. But it is 
certainly as true, and to my mind more 
certain, that the ‘Willie Hearst’ of some 
of his opponents is a myth conjured up 
to scare people. 

No Moral Deadline. 

“The effort to draw a moral deadline 
against Hearst is hardly worthy of even 
passing consideration. If he has been 
@ny worse than the average man, there 
is no evidence of it. As for his ability, 
there are naturally differences of opinion 
but he certainly deserves credit for the 
Success he has won in his chosen avoca- 
tion of newspaper publisher. Those in 
the best position to know the facts say 
that he is the unquestioned head of his 
various enterprises—that he is the mas- 
ter’s hand that directs them. 

“Does he believe all he preaches in his 
newspapers? Of that I cannot say; but 
loan say from an intimate knowledge 
of many public men that if he does not, 
he is not the first af that kind. 

“Personally Mr. Hearst {gs an exceed- 
ingly modest, quiet, unassuming fellow. 
In’ fact, one of his chief characteristics 
is difff€ence. I am told he is capable of 
strong friendships, but he is no ‘mixer,’ 
in the ordinary sense of the word. Since 
coming to congress he has not sought to 
make acquaintance among his fellow- 
democrats, though such a policy would 
manifestly have been to his benefit. Not 
half a dozen men on the democratic side 
of the house can say that they know 
him at all well; and this is due to no 
aloofness on his part, but to his per- 
sonal diffidence. 

“When he took a house on Jackson 
place, which is right in front of the 
white house, it was expected he would 
do a lot of entertaining with the jgea of 
cultivating support. He might have done 
this without incurring criticism, for there 
is much of that sort of thing in Wash- 
ington. But instead he has led a quiet, 
domestic life with his young wife and 
his splendid mother, who, f may be 
said in passing, is one of the foremost 
women of America in good deeds. When 
he is not at home or in attendance upon 
congress, Mr. Hearst could be found 
either in his Washington office, where 
he keeps in touch by long-distance tele- 
phone with his various newspaper prop- 
erties, or in his New York office. 

‘That is the ‘real Hearst.” He may not 
be the statesman some of his admirers 
claim, but he is certainly not the abom- 
inable creature pictured by some of his 
opponents; and there is no more justi- 
fication for misrepresenting him than 
there is for the other criticisms I have 
referred to.”’ 


FIRE DESTROYS

Emperor and Suite Succeed- 
ed in Escaping--Malcon- 
tent Used the Torch. 


Paris, April 15.—A cable report re- 
ceived at the foreign office here says 
that the imperial palace at Seoul, Ko- 
Tea, was completely desgroyed by fire 
last night. The fire began in«the eve- 
ning and lasted throughout the night. 
Only the ruins of the palace reinain. 
The emperor and his suite succeeded 
in escaping to a nearby refuge. The re- 
port does not mention any loss of life, 
nor does it give the cause of the fire, 
but the recent political unrest in the 
Korean capital leads to fears that the 
destruction of the palace was the work 
of the rebellious element.

the feeling in the Hfl camp is that Mur- 
phy may keep up his fight against Par- 
ker even at St. Louis. That is not the 
understanding of his friends here, They 
show that he is making no fight against 
Judge Parker, but that, on the contrary, 
he has only pleasant things to say of 
his fellow New Yorsér. There is every 
good reason to believe, therefore, that 
the Tammany fight will end with the Al- 
bany convention. 

There has been a dearth of real povt- 
joal news here today. In all of the news- 
papers put together, there are hardly a 
column of political gossip. As the base- 
pall season opened yesterday and the 
racing season today, New Yorkers have 
no time.to devote to politics, and the 
newspapers know it. 

The announcement this morning that 
the disappointed Hearst men in New 
Jersey had, after aH, gone through the 
formality of naming a contesting dele- 
gation came as a good deal of a surprise. 
At the Hearst headquarters last night it 
was understood no such step had been 
taken, and that it is not given serious 
consideration is shown by Mr. Hearst's 
American, which devotes its reports to 
the claim that the platform adopted is 
really a Hearst platform, even if the 
delegates are against him, and endeavors 
to take comfort from the fact that the 
Trenton convention did not instruct for 
Parker. It is a fact, however, that whiie 
these delegates are not instructed, all 
but one are for Parker, and tbat the 
delegation is instructed to cast its vote 
under the unit rule. When I say the 
Jerseyites are for Parker, 1 mean they 
are for him in the present line-up of the 
situation. Ex-Senator Smith and others 
in the delegation would be for Cleveland 
if they regarded nomination prac- 
ticable, both because he from New 
Jersey and because they believe him the 
strongest man in the eastern states, 

Nothing in Jersey Bolt. 

The democrats have never instructed 
in New Jersey but once, that was a 
long time ago, and all modern precedents 
are against it.

Hearst’s .supporters made a_ vigorous 
fight all over the state, but they were 
unable to get but about one hundred of 
the twelve hundred delegates to the state 
convention.

In Spirited Speech Joe Bailey De- 
nounced Roosevelt’s Civil Ser- 
vice Policy, Deriding the 
Whole System as a 
Dream.

Washington, April 1!5.—After day 


devoted to quite routine 
the senate was treated to a spirited 
speech by Mr. Bailey just before the 
adjournment on the question of civil 
service. 

The Panama canal bill occupied the 
major portion of the day and was pass- 
ed without division. 

When the last section of the bill, that 
providing for a government depvusitory 
in the canal zone, was reached, Mr. 
Aldrich moved that it be stricken out, 
saying that the committee on finance 
was of the opinion that it should not be 
retained, notwithstanding the recom- 
mendation of the secretary of the treas- 
ury. 

Mr. Morgan’ congratulated Mr. Al- 
drich upon the motion, at the same time 
expressing his surprise. “I am aston- 
ished at the senator’s boldness in ven- 
turing upon a course not indorsed by 
an executive department,” he said, ‘‘but 
1 hail it as an indication of the return 
to the variety manifested by the senate 
in its earlier days.” (Laughter.) 


Spooner Supports Morgan. 

Mr. Sponer spoke in favor of an amend- 
ment proposed by Mr, Morgan that the 
pardoning power rest in the governor in- 
stead of in the commission, He moved 
also that a new section be added, pro- 
viding that all salaries or other compensa- 
tion fixed by the commission shall be 
subject to the approval] of the president. 
The amendment was adopted as well asa 
uumber of others, réquiring more rigid 
accounting to the president by members 
of the commission. Mr. Bacon offered an 
amendment at the end of the first section 
of the bill providing that ‘“‘the payment 
of $10,000,000 to Panama provided for in 
article | of the treaty shall be made in 
eu of the indefinite appropriation made 
in the third section of the act of June 
28, 1902, and is hereby appropriated.’

ministratjon.”” He added What he would 
ask no favor of political enemies, and 
said that if such favors were granted he 
would not think much of those who 
granted them, as fie would Know that 
they would expect favors in return.

(Matter Will Be Discussed During the

Splendid steel structures over the tracks | 
the | 


of the railroads, stretching from 
Whitehall viaduct to the Broad_ Street 
bridge and from the Broad street bridge 
to the Forsyth street bridge, have been 
proposed by Captain James W. English 
and the proposition regarding them will 
be presented to the general council dur- 
ing the session of next Monday after- 
Doon. 

Captain English presented his plans to 


the members of the committee on streets, ! 


of which Alderman Terry is chairman, 
during the session of yesterday, and they 
were hanged to Councilman A. Cc. Bruce; 
chairman of the bridge committee, who 
mow has them. 

Chairman Bruce will present the plans 
to council next Monday afternoon. It 
ia pPrédable that @ special committee will 
be appointed to handle the matter, which 
involves action by the general assembly 
of the state and by the directories of 
several railroads. 

Captdin Enzfish has stated to the mem- 
bers, of the committee that if they will 
attend to the general assembly of the 
state he will undertake to secure favor- 
able action by the railroad men. 


Letter of Captain Eneslish. 

Following is the communication that fa 
now in the hands of Chairman Bruce 
and which will be read during the next 
Bession of council: 

“To His Horor, the Mayor, and Gen- 
eral Council of the City of Atlanfa—Gen- 
tlemen: I presume your attention has 
frequently been called to the large uno«- 
cupied space in the heart of the city be- 
tween the Whitehall street and Broad 
etreet viaduct, and also between the 
Broad sireet and the Forsyth street via- 
duct on the floor level with these three 
structures. 

‘T have often thought that the space 
was too valuable to lay waste and that 
it should be utilized in some wav that 
would not interfere with the ateam 
roads using the ground floor underneath, 
as it ig now used under the Broad, 
Mitchell and Forsyth street viaducts. 

‘“‘T am aware of the fact that the state

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ground that will be covered by these 
structures and that it would be nesessary 
for the city to acquire the right from 
the state before any structure could be 
erected on a level with the present cross- 
ings. 

“I believe the city could acquire the 
right to its use from the state by a 
proper effort on the part of your honor- 
able body. 

“T also believe that other railroad 
companies who may own property within 
the line would likewise give their con- 
sent. : 

“I further believe that the end in view 
would fully justify your honorable body 
in using all proper means to acquire all 
necessary rights both fronf the state, the 
lessees from the state and others who 
may be interested in the property. To 
that end I present herewith sketches of 
the structure prepared by the American 
Bridge Company, at my request, giving 
you an idea of how this space might be 
utilized as a source of profit to the city 
and a great convenience to the citizens 
by using certain portions of it for com- 
mercial purposes, especially that part 
between Broad and Forsyth _ street 
viaduct for a public market. 

“I did not attempt to have the plans 
and specifications prepared to suit all 
conditions; merely, sketches to show 
what could be do.ie, increasing or dimin- 
ishing the structure in width as oc- 
casion might require. If you think favor- 
ably of the suggestions, and acquire the 
right from the state, the lessees and 
other roads at interest in this property, 
then you can have suftable plans pre- 
pared through your @6ngineering depart- 
ment. 

“If this space is utilized for such pur- 
poses, I beiieve it should be by the 
city, and not by individuals or @ny cor- 
poration, and for that reason I bring the 
matter especially to your attention.

Would Ornament the City. 
Accompanying this letter are blue 
prints showing the front, rear and side 
elevations of the structures, 
who have examined them are of the

AGAIN ATTACKED 


Underwood of Alabama De- 
nounces Executive Usurpation, 


Unless Congress Insists - Its Pre- 
Togatives in Few Years Presi- 
dent Will Order All Ap- 
propriations, Declares 
Representative. 


Washington, April 15.—Consideration of 
the general deficiency bill was resumed 
in, the ,yhouse today after a number of mi- 
nor bills had been. passed. The president's 
recent order regarding service pensions 
was attacked by Mr. Underwood, of Ala- 
bama, who contended that there was no 
warrant in law for it. General debate on 
the deficiency bill will close tomorrow and 
the bill. will be read for amendment. 

Mr. Underwood thought the republicans 
might at least pass pension legislation 
that they believed in “‘and not leave it 
to the executive branch of the govern- 
ment to order it into effect.’’ Criticising 
the proposed early adjournment, Mr. 
Underwood inquired if it was because the 
republicans were afraid to investigate the 
frauds known to exist in the government 
departments and permit the country to 
“look at the books.’”’ : 

The power of legislation, he said, had 
been transferred to the president, al- 
though ‘‘the republicans still insist on be- 
ing allowed to pass appropriation bills,” 
but he predicted that as Affairs now were 
drifting it would not be many years be- 
tore congress would allow the president 
to issue an*order regarding the amount 
he wanted and a blanket appropriation 
bill would be passed, and he said “that 
will be the end of the congress of the 
United States,.”’ 

Roosevelt’s Inconsistency. 

Mr. Hay, of Virginia, criticised Mr 
Roosevelt for the number of suspensions 
of the civil serviee law, rules and reg- 
lations. He said that although, while 
serving on the civl service commission, 
the president had been most strenuous 
in posing as “the great civi] service Tre- 
former,’ he had,* since he came into 
executive office, made sixty suspensions 
whereas in Cleveland’s two 
administrations and the administration 
of President Harrison no _ suspensions 
were ordered and that only three such 
suspensions had been made by Presi- 
dent McKinley. 

The action of President Roosevelt, he 
said, was ‘‘an example of the trend of 
mind of the president when he comes in 
contact with a law or regulation which 
goes against nis wishes.’’ The president 
wus ready always to override them, and 
in this matter was violating the prin- 
ciples which the president himseif had 
taught, said Mr, Hay. 

Mr. Smali, of North Carolina, spoke 
on the tariff question. He said the tariff 
had made void the law of supply ard de- 
mand and fixed prices for the necessa- 
ries of life.so that the laborers’ high 
wages are balanced by the increased cost 
of living. 

The house adjourned until tomorrow.

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HOLDS WORKMAN 


J. L. White Injured in Cave 
In On Pryor Street. 


While working in an excavation on 
South Pryor street, between Alabama 
Street and the railroad, yesterday after- 
noon shortly past 3 o'clock, J. L. White, 
of 79 Foundry street, a laborer in the 
employ of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company, wag painfully hurt by be- 
ing caught by a cave in of earth. 

White was imprisoned between a water 
«Main and the concrete covering of a con- 
duit, the mass of falling earth having 
caused him to be wedged tightly between 
the two> and the assistance of several 
workmen and citizens was required to 
extricate him from his painful and peril- 
ous position. The excavation is about 7 
feet deep and White’s body was about 
half covered with earth, he being in a 
Standing position at the time of the cave 
in. The cave in extended for about 30 
or 40 feet along the excavation. 

The force of the cave in broke a small 
water pipe and within the space of only a 
few secOnds water began to cover the 
excavation and rise rapidly about White. 
Held firmly by the concrete and loose 
earth and unable. to free himself from his 
position, White saw the water coming 
up and covering his body and he began to 
scream for help. 

In the meantime several workmen and 
citizens had rushed'to the scene and 
were figuring on a plan to rescue White. 
Finally sOme boards were procured #iG 
the rescuers Managed by considerabie 
effort to press back the earth a slight de- 
gree, enough to permit of the workman 
‘being pulled out. 

An examination showed that White's 
left leg had been injured, but beyond this 
he did not aa being hurt. The 
injured man w aken to the office of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
near“by on Alabama street, and was later 
sent to his home in a cab. The cause 
of the cave in ig not known.

WITH DOMINION 


Massachusetts Republicans 
Defeat Foss’ Resolution, 


Platform Declares for 
Principle, but Says Advocates 
of Reciprocity Should Spec- 
ify Items and Not Gener- 
alize in Demands. 


Mass.. April 15.—The Massa- 
chusetts republican cOnventton today 
turned down the Canadian reciprocity 
plank offered by Eugene N. Foss, and 
Foss was himself defeated for delegate 
at large by Colonel E. C. Benton. Thea 
other delegates at large are Senator 
Lodge, John D. Tong and Winthrop Mur- 
ray Crane. 

The convention was called to order by 
Major Thomas Talbot, the temporary 
ohairman. Astornegy General Herbert 
Parker acted as permanent chairman. 
Parker made an address, which occupied 
an hour in its delivery, and then the 
platform wag pregented. 


Abstract of Platform. 


the administration of the 
civfl service laws is expressed and 
the responsibilities and duties of this 
country toward the people of Porto Rico 
and the Philippine islands are declared 
to have been met in the most liberal and 
beneficent spirit. A free an@ fair bal- 
lot is demanded, which it igs declared 
t® be the duty of the federal government 
to safeguard. 

Concerning the tariff, the platform in- 
sists upon the maintenance of its prin- 
ciples, but, It continues, we recognize that 
particular tariff schedules are neither sa- 
cred nor immutable.

Mr. Foss’ resolution 
declared for closer and more advanta- 
geous trade relations with Canada and 
that reciprocal relations beneficial to 
both countries should preferably follow 
the general line of the removal Dy both 
countries of the duties on national prod.

HER WHOLE IDEA 


Miss Parrish txplains Conduc! 
to Normal Commission 


Says’That She Came to Athens with 
the Intention of Building Up 
the Work and Not Specif- 
ically for Class Room 
Duties. 


15.—(Special.)—Miss 
G. 8. Parrish was placed on the wit- 
ness stand this afternoon by the State 
Normal school commission to make her 
statement as to the differences between 
her and Mr. Branson. In answer to the 
evidence that she had to leave Randolph- 
Macon college for the reason that she 
lacked a cooperative spirit. Miss Parrish 
submitted several letters rebuttal. 
These letters also related to her general 
temperament and declared that she Was 
anything but contentious. 

They were from Governor Montague, 
of Virginia; Congressman Swanson, the 
state school commissioner of Virginia and 
others. She also introduced letters from 
Several distinguished educators with 
whom she had in time past been asso- 
clated. All the letters spoke of Miss 
Parrish in the highest terms of praise. 

Miss Parrish said she told Mr. Bran- 
gon before she came to Athens that she 
Was coming with the understanding that 
she was to help him work out certain 
problems in the development of the school 
and that if she was simply wanted for 
clags room work that the school could 
get a lady for that purpose at much Jess 
expenditure of money. Miss Parrish told 
of the trouble she had in overcoming the 
defects that were apparent to her when 
she firt? came here and said that in 
her zeal to accomplish these things she 
may. have gone too fast, but that when 
her attention was called to the con- 
tention that she was requiring too much 
work of the students she lessened their 
work materially. 

She replied to the testimony that she 
had criticlsed tn an unfriendly Manner 
geveral of the members of the faculty 
in regard to their work by saying that all 
she sald was said in the kindliest spirit 
at a time in the meeting of the faculty 
devoted to the discussion of the good of 
the school. 

In Regard To Making Bills. 

Miss Parrish said in the equipment of 
the practice school building Mr. Bransol 
required of her that she have a written 
order for everything she wanted to buy, 
signed by himself. She said that she con- 
sidered that to be degrading to her and 
that she so told’ Mr. Branson, but that’ 
he had never refused to give him a list 
of articles to be bought nor had she 
been insubordinate. She said that she did 
believe in the Bible and so taught. That 
she had followed out ,all the commands 
Mr. Branson ever made. That she some- 
times disagreed with him as to the best 
thing to be done, but that when he com- 
manded a thing to be done she always 
did it. 

In regagy'd to the statement that she had 
accused the student body of lying, Miss 
Parrish said that about the time this 
occurred she had in mind two or three 
students who had told falsehoods about 
her, and that she was referring to them. 

Explains Her Object. 

Misa Parrish stated that sometimes in 
her discussion with Mr. Branson her 
argument would be emphatic, but that no 
idea of contentiousne&s or insubordination 
entered her mind. in one or two in- 
stances she had been untactful, but that 
nothing she had ever said had been said 
with anv idea of offending anyone. The 
whole idea she had in mind in all the 
matters under review was her intense de- 
sire to build up the work of the school,

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For Free Education. 

The strong article from the pen of 
Professor Edgar H. Johnson, in the 
current Emory College Bulletin, en- 
titled “Should Georgia Continue to 
Tax College Endowments?” presents 
cogent reasons why the next session 
of the state legislature should give 


the people of Georgia the opportunity. 


to amend the state constitution to 
conform to the generally prevalent 
sentiment that college endowments 
ought not to be taxed. The present 
provision of the organic law exempt- 
ing only the buildings, apparatus and 
library of an institution of learning 
has proved a decided impediment to 
educational progress in Georgia, as 
everybody knows, and it is high time 
that the illiberal restriction be re- 
moved. 

The Constitution does not believe 
in the union of church and state gov- 
ernmentally, nor does it believe in 
Class distinctions in government; but 
we fail to see how any such princi- 
ple is involved in the proposition to 
let college endowments go tax free, 
simply because some of the state’s 
strongest educational institutions are 
known as denominational schools. 
Nothing is so vital to the moral and 
intellectual development of a people 
as institutional education, and no 
state can afford to interpose the 
slightest discouragement to educa- 
tion on account of the character of a 
school’s management. A tax upon a 
college’s endowment is an unques- 
tionable discouragement, unworthy of 
a state’s civilization. 

Professor Johnson institutes a com- 
parison showing wherein Georgia is 
treating education less liberally, in 
this regard, than a great’ majority 
of the other states of the union. He 
well shows that the income from col- 
lege endowments is spent in work of 
a public nature, for the colleges ham- 
pered by endowment taxation are do- 
ing as good a work in the general 
cause of education as theestate insti- 
tutions of learning, which, in lieu 
of endowments, are supported by the 
public treasury. The higher institu- 
tions of learning are far too few in 
Georgia to be handicapped by oner- 
ous taxation. The young men and 
the young women of the state need 
the fullest possible benefits from 
every dollar of endowment or state 
appropriation that is bestowed on the 
cause of education. They need them 
infinitely worse than the sfate of 
Georgia needs tax money wrung from 
the pecuniary vitals of education. 

Let the righteous crusade go on: 
the great cause of free eflueation will 
inevitably triumph. An act providing 
for a_ constitutional amendment 
which will enable the legislature to 
deal more liberally with the non- 
state colleges passed the Georgia 
senate without a dissenting vote at 
the iast session, and there is every 
reason to hope that the house will 
concur this summer, 

In the meantime, every friend of 
free education should exert himself 
to see that the people of Georgia un- 
derstand the full significance of the 
question and exert the pressure of 
public opinion to insure the speedy 
passage of the desired legislation. 
This discrimination against worthy 
educational institutions has too long 
reproached the intelligence of the 
state.

Alcoholism and Punishment. 

Everybody knows that Tom John- 
son, mayor of Cleveland, Ohio, is af- 
flicted or blessed, as the case may be, 
with isms in his head. He is a great 
single taxer, for one thing, inviting 
to his ample shoulders the mantle of 
the late Henry George. As a sociolo- 
gist who is also a publicist, Mayor 
Johnson sees a deal of human nature 
with the bark on it—the elemental 
passions and failings of men. Natu- 
rally, being a man of feeling, with 
practical ideas of social reform, 
Mayor Johnson seeks to put in force 
his ideas. 

The mayor of Cleveland has been 
philosophizing on the relation of ine- 
briety to penology by watching the 
never-ending procession of “plain 
drunks” and “dope fiends” passing 
before Cleveland’s “Jedge Briles.” He 
sees these victims of the passion for 
forgetfulness or stimulation—these 
drug and alcoholic neuropaths—drag- 
ged through the machinery of the 
criminal courts like any other crim- 
inal and condemned to “do time” be- 
hind locks and bars, on prison fare 
and subject to the other hard prison 
regulations. Now, to Tom Johnson’s 
original way of thinking, this is not 
worthy of the heart and intelligence 
of a Christian community. The idea 
of “punishing” alcoholism—punishing 
a disease! 

What Mayor Johnson would do is 
recognize these victims of the forbid- 
den nepenthe as irresponsible and 
helpless invalids, dangerous to them- 
selves and a qharge upon society, and 
bundle them off to a penal inebriate 
asylum or hospital. Could anything be 
more practical? Here in Atlanta we 
have had the public conscience 
shamed into forcing the adoption of 
the juvenile court and probation sys- 
tem for the youthful violaters of law, 
for the reason that the machinery of 
the law tends to brutalize and develop 
the criminal impulse in resentful 
young breasts. Why have victims of 
neurotic mania any more business to 
be in jail than wild, ill-raised children 
who have committed some infraction 
of the city ordinances or half- 
consciously taken their first dip in the 
black sea of crime? Ought they not 
rather to be put to bed and given 
medical attention and good nursing? 

This is the great social question 
raised by Mayor Johnson’s determina- 
tion to establish a hospital in Cleve- 
land for the wrecks of humanity who 
would otherwise be sent to a solitary 
stone cell or the city rock pile. These 
victims of a deadly appetite will be 


| sentenced to this species of reforma-

| tory instead of to a kind of imprison- 
ment that cannot possibly tend to re- 
form their failing, but rather tends to 
aggravate it. They will be kept 
there in duress, under scientific treat- 
ment, until their weak bodies and 
wills have become healed and 
strengthened to resist the old tempta- 
tion. 

The experiment will be watched 
with much interest by all friends of 
frail humanity.

Good Intentions on a Big Scale. 

The independent republican news- 
papers are renewing at a furious rate 
the futile capers in which they in- 
dulge on the eve of every national 
campaign. They seem to be anxious 
not only to control the democratic 
nomination for president, but they 
are exposing the weakness of the 
only candidate the republicans are 
likely to have. They have written 
long columns of protest against the 
assumption by Mr. Roosevelt of the 
functions of a law-maker, and they 
have hedged him in with contentions 
and arguments from which he can 
only escape by mounting his bucking 
broncho and spurring him to a flying 
leap. 

But Mr. Roosevelt’s usurpation of 
the functions of congress is not by 
any means the only charge brought 
against him. The civil service com- 
mission has just made its report to 
congress, and the independent repub- 
lican newspapers are shocked to find 
that while the president has done a 
vast-deal for that glorious cause, his 
attitude has not been all that the well- 
wishers of civil service reform could 
desire.*© Before he had made up his 
mind to be a candidate, he was ex- 
ceedingly friendly to the cause. Or 
it may be that his friendliness was 
displayed in directions not likely to 
interfere with the purely political as- 
pect of his candidacy. At any rate, 
he is down on the books of the com- 
mission as quite a yeformer. He is 
credited with nominee 294 exempt 
positions to the competitive class by 
means of a revision of the rules a 
year ago. 

This and the fact that he has pre- 
vented congressmen from breaking 
down or nullifying the law, causeg the 
independent republican newspapers 
to wonder that he should be guilty 
of Suspending the operations of the 
civil service law sixty times during 
his less than three years in office. 
Mr. McKinley had stispended the law 
but three times during the whole time 
that he was president, and the inde- 
pendent republicans appear to be mor- 
tified beyond expression at this dis- 
play of unbridled power. 

The New York Evening Post, which 
is supposed to be the chief of the in. 
dependents when there is no election 
on hand, mourns heartily over the 
facts disclosed by the report of the 
civil,service commission. It can only 
account for it on the hypothesis that 
the president is sure of his own good 
intentions, while all laws, including 
the statute that is supposed to pro- 
vide something or other that smells 
like civil service reform, are intended 
to restrain the bad. fn other words, 
The Post presents for the considera- 
tion of its reform readers the spec- 
tacle of one who violates the law with 
a pure heart and motives that may 
not be questioned. 

The illustration of the situation 
which The Post presenis, is that the 
president has a friend that he desires 
to see enjoying the usufruct of office, 
but the civil service law stands in 
the way; his friend could never, in 
a thousand years, meet the tests pro- 
vided by the statute. But is he, there- 
fore, to be left out in the cold? Is 
it not better for all concerned—espe- 
cially the president’s friend—to lift 
for the time being the legal barriers 
in the way, especially when it is so 
well known that Mr. Roosevelt has 
such @ good heart and such pure mo- 
tives? 

It should be observed that The Post 
does not intend that its irony shall 
deceive anybody; its purpose is to be 
thoroughly sarcastic; nevertheless, it 
will continue to support Mr. Roosevelt 
in opposition to any candidate the 
democrats may put forward, unless it 
be the candidate should chance to be 
Mr. Cleveland.

Gainesville, Ga., April 15.—( Special. )— 
Hard work is being done by the univer- 
sity cadets at their camp at Chattahoo- 
fliee park, 3 miles from the city on the 
electric line to the river. The ‘boys are 
giving their best efforts to a week's in- 
Struction, under strict discipline.

Effect of Key Ordinance on 
Workings of Force 


Wording of New Rules Is So Clear 
ani Explicit as To Admit of 
No Possible Double Con- 
struction—A Compar- 
ison of Rules. 


- 


Since the chief of police has refused 
to obey the orders of the chairman of 
the board because he did not believe the 
orders were for the good of the depart- 
ment, and aince he has declared he will 
be.the executive head of the police 
force under authority given him by the 
Key ordinance, many inquiNes have been 
made as to exactly what the Key ordl- 
nance is, and what effect it was in- 
tended to have on the workings of the 
police system. 

The Key ordinance made several 
changes tn the rules governing the polics 
force and two of them were relative to 
the powers invested in the chief in the 
chairman of the board. Under the old 
rule the chairman was the same as the 
board when it was not in session, and, 
representing it, his orders to the chief 
were the same as if the board had met 
and passed a_ resolution. In fact, he 
was the supreme head of the police forces 
at all times. 

The Key ordinance took this authority 
from the ahairman of the board and 
made the chief the supreme power when 
the board wag not in session. The word- 
ing of the Key ordinance is 80 ex- 
Plicit and clear as not to admit of anv 
discussion. This will be seen by com- 
parime the old and the new rules given 
below: 


Old Rule for Chairman. 

The board of police commissioners gov 
erns and controls the pollee departmen’ 
its business and affairs: is invested wit 
and exercises al! the powers conferre: 
by the laws of the state and ordinances 
of the city. 

The chairman is the chief executive of 
ficer of the board. Tt Is his duty to re- 
quire the officers of the department (to 
rigidly enforce the criminal laws of th: 
state, ordinances of the city and the 
rules governing the department. When 
the board is not In session he shall repre- 
sent them on all matters and emergen- 
cies that may arise where the same i- 
not fully provided for in the rules gov- 
erning the police departthent, and hi-« 
action shall stand as a rule or order 
unti] the next meeting of the boarl, 
which time the same shall hé ratified 
by a mafority of the board. 

It is the duty of each member of tha 
board of police commissioners to ac- 
quaint the chief of police or other officer 
fn command with all violations of the 
criminal] laws of the state, ordinances of 
the city and rules governing the depart- 
ment that may come to their’ knowledge 
They shall be prompt in attending al! 
meetings of the board, and will notify

The two new rules are what the police 
department is now operating under and 
there is understood to be not the room 
for a shadow of doubt about the qowers 
of the chief of police.

DIL INCREASE 
“SHOWN IN LISTS 


Registration in Country Pe 
cincls Show Gain Over 1900, 


Increase Is 4Q Per Cent Over Highest 
Record—City Wards Not Yet 
Counted—Heaviest Will Be 
in Second, Fifth and 
Sixth. 


Regislation records have been smashed 
by this year’s rush among the citizens of 
Fulton county to qualify themselves for 
casting ballots in the coming primary. 

Only the country registration hag as yet 
been footed up by Tax Collector A. P, 
Stewart and his assistants, but this coun- 
try registration shows an increase of a 
little more than 40 per cent over the rece 
ord year of 1900. The registration in Ful- 
ton county outside of Atlanta is, all told, 
2,663. 

Mr. Stewart estimates the city registra- 
tion as in the neighborhood of 25 per 
cent advance over that of 1900, which 
year the total registration was between 
13,000 and 14,000 for the county. 

The country registration by militia dis- 
tricts is as follows:

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The heaviest registration in the city 
was in the second, fifth and sixth wards, 
and of these wards Mr. Stewart said yes- 
terday: 

“Tt would simply be an impossibility for 
all the voters who have registered in the 
second, fifth and sixth wards to vote if 
they all went to the polls. The clerks and 
managers simply could not handle that 
number of voters in the time in which the 
polls are open. 

Need Better Voting Facilities. 

‘In New York city voting precincts are 
so arranged that not more than 500 or 
600 votes are to be cast in every precinct. 
On a similar basis the second ward, for 
instance, ought to be divided into at 
least three and probably four votitg pre- 
cincts, for there are about 2,000 register- 
gd voters in the ward. 

“This really means that there ought to 
be more wards in the city of Atlanta, 
With a registration of 2,000 from a ward 
{t means that something like 10,000 or 
12,000 people live in that ward. Even if 
the wards were not so large territorially a 
councilman ‘could not keep properly in 
touch with this great number of people. 

“In the second ward tnere oughi to bea 
polling place on the east side of the ward. 
Another ouf to the south in the neighbor- 
hood of the Southern shops and easy of 
access to al§ the other manufacturing in- 
dustries in the vicinity. If this last was 
done some 800 voters would not have to 
come way down to 41 South Pryor street 
to vote. This polling place should be re- 
tained, hcuwever, for the@benefit of those 
who live in the vicinity of it. 

“The registration this year proves how 
‘Atlanta is grown and proves also that 
better facilities are needed fer handling 
the votes.”’

IS ACCEPTED 


Board of “Health Grapples 
With the Crematory 
Problem. 


The bid of the Decarie Manufacturing 
Company, of Minneapolis, Minn., for the 
new crematory that is to be erected in 
Atlanta was approved by the board of 
health during the session of yesterday al- 
ternoon, and it wil be presented to 
council during the session of next Mon- 
day afternoon with the unanimous recom- 
mendation of that body. 

The Decarie company has announced 
that it will erect in Atlanta, for $31,500, 
an incinerating plant that will consume 
200 tons of garbage per day. The com- 
pany has agreed to operate the plant for 
sixty days in order to demonstrate to the 
city what it will do. 

The bid of this company and those 
of five others were referred to the com- 
mittee on the destruction Of garbage, o! 
which Dr. Cyrus W. Strickler is chair- 
man, by the board of health. The com- 
mittee reported yesterday afternoon in 
favor of the Decarie bid. 

On motion of Mayor Howell, the recom- 
mendation of the committee on garbage 
was adopted, with the understanding that 
it be referred to the general council 
next Monday afternoon. By that body 
it will be referred to the finance com- 
mittee, of which Alderman Inman 1s 
chairman, and that cOMmittee will make 
arrangements for the purchase of the 
plant. At present $9,000 has been set 
aside for the purchase of a new crema- 
tory. As the cost of it is to be $31,500, 
it is evident that some other arrange- 
ments must be effected. 

During the session of the board of 
health yesterday afternoon the resigna- 
tion of Dairy Inspector Beuchler was 
read and accepted. Because of the ab- 
sence from the city of Mr. Anderson, 
the election of a dairy inspector was 
postponed until next Tuesday afternoon 
at 5 o'clock.

RECEIVERS GET 
SULLY’S COTTON 


Order by Judge Holt Re- 
Strains Any Further 
Examination. 


New York, April !5.—After a hearing 
in the United States district court today, 
Judge Holt issued an order directing the 
Guaranty Trust Company to turn over 
to Receivers Taft and Miller, of the sus- 
pended firm of D. J. Sully & Co., the 
warehouse receipts for the 3,008 bales of 
cotton and the cash balance of $12,209 
which was still held by the trust com- 
pany. 

The order permits the receivers to dis- 
pose of the cotion as they think best, 
after notice has been given to the F. W. 
Reynolds Company, of Providence, and 
without prejudice to the latter company 
to asset any claim it may have in the 
proceeds of the sale of the cotton. 

The cotton and cash covered by today’s 
order remained from 17,000 bales, which 
Sully & Co, had placed with the Guar- 
anty Trust Company as collateral se- 
curity for a loan of $1,000,000 prior to 
the filling of the petition in bankruptcy. 
Of this amount the trust company sold 
sufficient cotton to discharge the prin- 
cipal and accrued interest. The cotton 
and cash covered by today’s order re.

discharged,
